Crop Conditions in North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. G., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
monthly crop report was made 2 by the 
department of agriculture today, based on 
returns from nearly one thousand three hun- 
dred correspondents, and shows the _ per- 
es of condition of crops to be as follows: 
Wheat 99, oats 95, corn , cotton 8&4, Irish 
potatoes 108, peanuts 85, tobacco 91, sweet 
perme 90, sorghum 91, rye 93, grapes 90, 
hay 94.

The report on a? gives the percentage as 
follows: Apples 56, peaches 52, and that on 
stock shows cattle to be 95, sheep 91, swine 
100, horses and mules 97. The condition and 
supply of labor is put down as 88.

Have a Passage at Arms Over a Disputed 
Question of Recognition—The Work 
of the Day. 


Washington, July 8.—This being—nnder 
special order of the house—suspension day, 
Mr. Shively moved to suspend the rules to 
pass the tin plate bill.

The Homestead Tragedy.

The Retort Made.

That this promise had vot been 
fulfilled had been shown, and the re 
publicans were sensitive when the failure 
was commented upon. If the gentleman 
from Pennsylvania desired to maintain that 
the promise had been fulfilled, why had he 
not got up and done so when he had an 
gt i to talk? 

fr. Dalzell replied that he had not done 
so because he had believed that there was 
not a man so mean as to gloat over the 
dying men at Homestead. 

Mr. McMillin retorted that any man who 
accused another of gloating over the affair 
at Homestead could be truthfully accused 
of falsehood. 

This dialogue did not, last over half a 
minute, but it was half a minute of a good 
deal of excitement. Both gentlemen spoke 
at once, and their remarks were audible 
rors A to those who were in their immediate 
vicinity. But, as their auditors broke into 
applause, the clapping of hands was in- 
fectious, and this, together with the loud 
rapping of the speaker’s gavel for order, 
threw the house into much confusion.

AFFAIRS AT HOMESTEAD, 


The Men Still in Possession — Conference 
with the Governor. 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 8.—A committee 
of Homestead citizens, including ex-Rep- 
resentative John Cox, Hugh O'Donnell, 
J. H. Williams, Dr. J. P. Purman and 
G. W. Sarver, arrived at the executive 
department at 10230 tonight, and 
were at once ushered into 
the private office of the gov- 
ernor, who was awaiting them with At- 
torney General Hensel and Private Sec- 
retary Tate. It was midnight when the 
conference came to an end and the com- 
mittee, fifteen minutes later, were on 
their way back to Homestead. When 
they had gone, Atterney General Hensel 
received newspaper reporters and gave 
them the substance of what had occurred 


during the conference. 
What Took Piace. 


He said the committee was composed 
of two representatives of labor organiza- 
tions and three of the citizens of Home- 
stead, Two of them had been summoned 
as part of the sheriff's posse.. They came 
to say to the governor that the works 
are now in possession of the owners of 
the plaift and that their» watchmen are 
now on the ground, No attempt had been 
male by the workmen to take their works 
or destroy property. ‘They pledged the 
citizens of Homestead and the workmen 
to the preservation of good order and 
the safety of the works. The committee 
stated that the sheriff could take charge 


of the property and that there would be 
no resistance to his authority. There 
had never been any attempt, they said, to 
execute a writ or serve civil process and 
that the sheriff would. be permitted to do 
So at any time, 

The Governor's Action Commended, 

Mr. Cox said the people of Homestead, 
without regard to party or organization, 
commend the governor’s action in declining 
to send troops, and request that he will ad- 
here to this position. e regretted the oc- 
currences of Wednesday, but said the re- 
sponsibility rested largely. with the Carnegie 
company, who brought Pinkertons there 
as their armed employes, acting without 
official authority, and attempted to 
land secretly. No orgepized attempt had 
been made, he declared, to prevent the 
landing of the detectives. It was rather the 
result of an accidental collision than of 
premeditation. 

Governor Pattison said he was glad to 
hear that peace and order prevailed, and 
hoped it would continue. e wanted it 
understood that the civil authorities must 
exhaust all the means at their command 
but he desired it also to. be understood 

t peace and o and the observance 
of law must be adhered. to, and would be 
maintained everr if it required ‘all the-force~ 
of the state or an appeal to the federal 
government. But it would be done under 
the forms of law, and in subordination to 
civil authority. Prope would be pro- 
tected, and the rights of all parties in the 
existing struggle would be strictly main- 
tained without regard to the merits or de 
merits of business differences between 

m. 

Hugh O’Donnell’s Long Talk. 

At this point, Hugh O’Donnell asked 
leave to make a statement regarding the 
differences between the company and the 
workmen. He then went into matters con- 
tained in the scale, the decreased tonnage 
price, the difference in the time of its 
taking effect and the refusal of the com- 
pene to deal with the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation. He declared that the change from 
June to January, in the operations of the 
scale, was sought for the purpose of taking 
the men at a disadvantage, and at a season 
when they would be least able to resist. 
He then proceeded to detail the scene of 
last Wednesday, and his part in it, at such 
ange as to evidently tire the governor 
and other members of the committee. He 
concluded by saying that his purpose in 
going to Homestead was to dissuade the 
Pinkertons from landing. 

Governor Pattison repeated in substance 
what he had previously declared, that the 
state would. maintain the legal rights of 
all parties and secure the. protection of 
propery. Cox and O’Donnell both strong- 
y intimated that if an arbitration of the 
existing difficulties could be secured the 
probability of a ready settlement of the 
affair was good, but :the chief obstruction: 
was the refusal of the company to treat 
with labor organizations to hereafter 
1 non-union men. 

r. Cox suggested that ‘the people of 
Homestead would be glad if the governor 
would propose some plan of arbitrating the

HOME RULE HALTS. 


If Gladstone Is Not Defeated in the 
English Elections : 


HE WILL BE 80 BADLY CRIPPLED 


That He Cannot Command the Sup-. 


port of His Followers. 


THE GOSSIP OF AN ELECTION 


In Which the Whole World Is Taking a 
Great Interest—Will Home Rulé 
Win or LoseP 


London, July 8.—(Copyrtght, 1892 by 
New York. Associated Press.)}—Out of 
twenty-four county constituencies contest- 
ed yesterday, the liberals lost two and won 
two. These results dispose of the last pos- 
siblfity that Gladstone will obtain a reli- 
able working majority. 

“Though disappointed in the boroughs,” 
said a liberal, “when the counties wheel 
into line we will sweep tle country, As the 
elections held yesterday are fairly repre- 
sentative, no great liberal triumph can be 
expected from the country votes when com- 
pleted. The liberal executive relies upon 
capturing ten counties in the voting yester- 
day. They admitted that their calculation 
must be realized in order to fulfill their ex- 
pectation that the agricultural and labor 
vote was theirs. ith their prediction 
falsified, the last hope fades that the 
Gladstone government will be buttressed 
by a coherent party, On the contrary, the 
liberal majority must now depend on the 
Irish party. 

Kiven with the support of both Irish sec- 
tions, it is impossible that Gladstone will 
have more than a majority of fifty, while 
at the conservative headquarters a majority 
3 mere than twenty is held to be improb- 
able. 

Captain Middleton, who occupies in the 
conservative party a position similar to 
that held by Mr. Schnodhorst in the lib- 
eral party, can point to his estimate made 
prior to the elections as now being veri- 
lec he conservatives regard with ma- 
licious” equanimity the prospect of Glad- 
stone in power with the sole prop of the 
Irish vote between him and a collapse. 

Among the certainties of the future noth- 
ing is so certain as that a long period of 
political turmoil is before the equntry. 

A conservative government with a small 
majority, readily controlled and accustomed 
to obey, would be comparatively secure. 
Gladstone, with a small majority composed 
Of motley groups of liberals, radicals, Ia- 
borists, McCarthyites and Parnellites 
would be unable to effect any serious leg- 
islation. This self-evident fact has given 
rise to @ rumor that he will decline to form 
& ministry, and that he will recommend the 
queen to send for Earl Spencer for that 
purpose. The liberals rightly ridicule the 
rumor. They know that their chief, even 
with the nominal majority of twenty, is 
ready to take office and produce his héme 
rule bill. shey are also beginning to ad- 
mit that the chances of home rule passing 
the house of commons are becomin 
if on bad meme gerd mon strain 
upon the house of lords in rejecting it.

Gladstone’s entourage ridicules the notion of 
his accepting a peerage. They believe that 
despite his growing infirmities of seeing and 
hearing, he will remain in the house of com- 
mons and fight home rule through before he 
withdraws from public life.

n their efforts to me perfect as sol- 
diers since coming into camp. 

After the practice drill the men were 
allowed to be at ease, the gunners rested 
on their guns and caissons until the arrival 
at 3:45 o’clock, which was announced by 
the salute of seventeen s. The review 
was perfect in every particular and Govern- 
or Northen and his staff left the field after 
the most extended visit they had paid a 
regiment and were greatly pleased wit 
the appearance of the troopers on the re- 
view. Everything has finished up, including 
target practice, except on the fir- 
ing, which will engage the attention of

ELLINGTON, BRANCH ‘AND SIBLEY HERE, 


They Make Extravagant Claims About the 
. Third Party and Think That It Will 
Sweep Georgia This Year. 


Temporary Chairman C. H. Ellington, of 
the people’s party convention, accompanied 
by the chairman of the committee on reso- 
lutions, M. I. Branch, arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday morniug with most of the other 
members of the Georgia delegation. 
These two prominent leaders of the new 
party in Georgia spent the morning in con- 
ference with other well-known leaders of 
the party here at the alliance exchange, 
and left yesterday afternoon for their homes 
on the Georgia railroad. 

* Hon. John A. Sibley, of Cobb, another 
active leader of the party, was also in At 
lanta on his return from Butts county, 
where he spoke the day before, and a Con- 
stitution representative saw the three while 
they were discussing the situation together. 

There is no doubt about their being per- 
fectly sincere in their belief that the third 
party will carry Georgia this year. They 
look as if they were in earnest, and they 
talk that way, and persons who were not 
fully impressed with the idea ‘that they be- 
lieved what they were saying, could not 
possibly have assumed the air of confidence 
that gave evidence of their sincerity. 

The Constitution publishes herewith in- 
teresting talks with the trio.

We will have 
a candidate for every office in the gift of 
the people from constable up. e will 
have a candidate for congress in every dis- 
trict in Georgia, and we will elect a large 
majority of the congressmen from this state. 
It used to be a favorite plan of ot oppo- 
nents in arguing against us to say that we 
were simply organized for the offices, and 
that the peoples pa was being pushed 
in the interest of politicians who wanted 
office. I think the shoe is on the other 
foot now, for from what I hear the dem- 
ocratie politicians are very active, not only 
for the dear party, but hkewise for them- 
selves.

' As to Expenditures. 


The expenses of the office have been kept 
down as much as possible by the commis- 
sioner and a very large economical show- 
is made by him on this score. 

The chief expenditure aside from sala- 
ries is in the printing bill, this year it 
amounting to about a cool thousand dollars, 
This printing bill must be paid out of the 
common school fund entirely and not out 
of the general treasury as it seems it might 
properly come. 

The total expenses of the department 
this year, including salaries and printing 
and every detailed expenditure, amount to 
$4,825.68. 

A good deal was spent paying the ex- 
penses of those who were given”charge of 
the work of establishing the teachers’ in- 
stitutes, as directed by the last legislature, 

These institutes have done a world of 
good for the cause of higher and better 
education and not a dollar, Captain Brad- 
well thinks, has been thrown away on 
them—not a cent.

To this amount the poll tax, which is

It will divided 
among the counties in proportion 
to the average attendance of children at 
school during the five months or one hun- 
dred school days allowed them by the 
latest law of the state on this line. 

Thus it can be seen that every child in 
Georgia without respect to color or sex 
can go to school free five months during 
the year. 

Commissioner Bradwell is pleased to ob- 
serye that there is an increase, though 
a slight one, in the school revenues this 
year over last year, but expresses the hope 
and desire to see the fund reach a million 
and a half.

In the above table of revennes to the 
schools it will be noted that nothing is 
gained this year from the inspection of 
fertilizers, though last year this source 
yielded near $17,000. 

The lease of the oyster beds this year 
seems to pay nothing also by the table 
made out by the state school commissioner.

THE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION. 


It Will Occur in the Custom House Building 
the First Tuesday in August. 

The regular semi-aunual examination of 
applicants for positions in the postoffice 
departments will occur in the custom house 
building on the first Tuesday of next 
month. 

Every applicant who desires to take the 
examination, in the hope of securing a good 
position in the Atlanta branch of the 
postal service, must apply immediately to 
General Lewis for the proper blanks. He 
will then fill out the blank, which will be 
his formal application for the privilege of 
standing the examination, and fileitin the 
office of General Lewis, the postmaster. 
Every application must be filed by 
the 13th of July, and before 9 o'clock, 
or the person so delinduent will forfeit the 
privilege of stauding the examinations. , 

The questions are not difficult, and a man 
of ordinary capacity and a common school 
education will experience no difficulty in 
standing it. The examination is conducted 
in a manner that will insure justice to each 
of the applicants. The questions are first 
prepared in Washington city, and are sent 
to the department here in a sealed envelope. 
The envelope is not opened until the morn- 
ing on which the examination occurs; and 
not until the competitors have assembled 
for the purpose of being examined. The 
uestions are then put upon the board, and 

e papers, after the examination has been 
completed, are SCL. eee by a 
competent committee. candidates who 
exhibit the requisite amount of proficiency 
are placed upon the list of eligible appli- 
ecants, and from the number thus qualified 
the offices are filled as vacancies occur or 
necessity requires. 

Any one has the privilege of standing the 
examination, and a large number are ex- 
pected, during the week, to apply to the 
postmaster for blanks. The number of 
eligible men that the postmaster now has 
on his list is very small, and there are 
several positions waiting for the candidates 
who shall evince by their examination that 
they are qualified for the work 

Young men, who are not employed, will 
do well to apply to the postmaster today, 
or during the week, for the blanks above 
referred to, and find out from him all of 
the details of the examination. 

The candidate, after he stands the ex- 
amination and shows himself competent 
for the work, is not. obliged to accept a 
position, if he can find a better opening 
elsewhere. He has the privilege of doing 
as he pleases, and he can accept or decline 
as he sees fit. 

It is an excellent opportunity for young 
men now out of work to obtain employment, 
and, no doubt, adarge number of applicants 
will apply.

HE THINKS IT TIME TO CHANGE, 


And Gives His Reasons for His Belief. 
A Synopsis of His Speech Deliv- 
ered at Talbotton, 


TAlbotton, Ga, July 8.—(Special.)—In 
his speech here Hon. Warner Hill, of Meri- 
wether, gave his reasons why Mr. Moses 
had no special claim on the democracy of 
the fourth district. 

A synopsis of his remarks is given below: 

After discussing the political issues of 
the day «ir. Hill spoke with reference to 
his candidacy for congress, outlining his po- 
sition, aud gave the following reasons 
which have been urged in opposition to the 
renomination of Mr. Mosés as the democrat- 
ic candidate for congress from this district. 


| Mr. Hill spoke in coniplimentary terms of 


Mr. Moses personally; and said that he 
should not deal with Mr. Moses as a man, 
but as an official. 

The Endorsement Theory. 


“It is claimed by Mr. Moses and his 
friends,” said he, “that he should be re- 
turned to congress because of a precedent 
in this district to return a member for a 
second term. In the first place, this rule 
has not always obtained since the war. I 
do not now recall a single instance in which 
a member has been returned that it was not 
done after a hard struggle. -In two In 
stances they were not returned at all, ‘al- 
though they had made acceptable members. 
My friend Captain Persons, there, was not 
returned a second time, although he made a 
useful, brilliant and acveptable member. 
So much so that the immortal Bob Teombs, 
meeting him in the eastern “ag vo of the 
state, asked where the fourt district had 
kept that brilliant young man hid out all 
the time. Ben Hill said as much for him. 
While in congress he was especially active 
in the advocacy of the agricultural classes. 
As I remember it, sir, you have lived to 
see one of your pet schemes enacted into a 
law, making the office of commissioner of 
agriculture a cabinet position, which you 
advocated on the stump and in congress. 
Yet with this fine record Captain Persons 
was not given a second term, although he 
sought it. But you say he was not the 
nominee of the democratic party. ‘There 
was no nomination at all that ear, and 
both men were good democrats. o will 
deny that proposition? If he was a good 
democrat and it was the custom why was 
he not given a second term? Mr. Mosess 
own county was in the convention opposing 
the uomination of Captain J ersous. 
There was no fault in his 
record. He had made an acceptable mem- 
ber. No, fellow citizens, this endorsement 
theory can only proceed on the idea that a 
majority of the people desire it. 1 en- 
dorsement theory is correct, isn’t the 
statute fixing the term of office at two 
years a dead letter? Why not elect your 
congressmen at once for four years? The 
same rule would apply in Alabama and 
Georgia as to governors, where their terms 
are only two years. Suppose a man 1s 
elected to office, and absolutely does noth- 
ing but draw his salary, is he to be re- 
turned because it is the custom to endorse 
a member? It seems to me that you peo- 
ple who pay the taxes would be supporting 
a rather expensive pensioner on this idea. 
This rule would also apply to members of 
the legislature. 

“Judge Buchanan was only nominated the 
second time when it seemed, in the con- 
vention, that another distinguished citizen 
of the district would get the nominatio-. 
Some of you gentlemen present will remem- 
ber the circumstances of Judge Buchanan's 
second nomination. Not on the endorse- 
ment idea, understand, but because of an 
entirely different reason—the one just given. 

“Mr. Moses was elected two years ago as 
an alliance democrat. No man in this dis- 
trict could have been elected at that time 
who, according to the political parlance of 
two years ago, did not measure uP to the 
alliance yardstick. The Ocala platform, of 
course, was not adopted at that time, but 
the planks in it were discussed upon the 
stump and the successful candidates, as I 
understand it, endorsed these principles, in- 
cluding the subtreasury. Now, then, has 
Mr. Moses come up to the full measure of 
the dlliance demands? Has he introduced 
a subtreasury bill and advocated it? The 
subtreasury was his shibboleth two years 

, has he made it the war-cry in congress? 
Tf not, has he come up to the full measure 
of an allianceman, and ought he to be re 
turned as such? if he has not come up to 
the full measure of the alliance demands, 
has he come up to the full measure of the 
demands of the democratic party? He has 
seemingly coquetted with them all. He 
was at Hogansville with Weaver, Simpson 
and others, and thanked God he could stand 
upon the same platform with Simpson. I 
shall endeavor to be fair in this argument, 
and shall conduct this campaign on a high 
plane, so far as I am concerned, and in- 
dulge in no mud slinging, but simply crit- 
icise by legitimate ar nt the public acts 
and utterances of Moses. will do 
him “the justice to say that he explains that 
language to mean that he was glad he could 
stand upon the same wooden stand or plat- 
form with Mr. Simpson.

Our 
market declined later on some local selling 
which could not find buyers except at a slight 
discount. The feeling ts easy, closing at 
about yesterday’s prices. 

The trade in corn has been moderately 
active, weakening from the opening prices, 
but became firm later toward the close on local 
buying to corn shorts, principally from the 
small local traders. The weather conditions 
are excellent for corn, and could not be better, 
moisture having fallen in localities where 
needed. Receipts turned out te be about 
sixty cars larger than expected, and the grad- 
ing improved, about 25 per cent of 
receipts being contract grade. The Kansas
